gotten." The ring uted, indeed, to 
be also a sign investing the wife witli 
authority over her household, for 
with it tlie household keys were de- 
livered to her among the Romans. 
In the Orkneys to this day the youths. 
and lasses signify their betrothal "by 
clasping iiauda through a great round 
hole in one of these weird monoliths 
known as the Standirj'Stanesof Sten- 
nis."

marck, Dakota, the present western 
terminus of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, it will cross the 103d merid- 
ian of longitude, the western bound- 
ary of the Sioux Reservation, on the 
shortest and most practicable route 
Io Dead wood City. 


Route No. '.i.—B3ginning at a point 


on tho right bank of the Missouri 
river, known as Fort Pierre, or »t 
some point not over 18 milc» north 
of that pl»ct',it will crosi the 10&1 
meridian ou the bhortest and most 
practicable rmte to Dead wood City. 


Route No. 3.—Beginning at the 


Yankton crossing of tha Missouri 
river, :ind tlicmco up the south bank 
cf tbe Niobrara to its crossing, oppo- 
site the mouth of the Key* Paha 
river, thence up tho latter stream to 
or near the soureoa of Porcupine 
creek whence it will cross the 103d 
meridian on the shortest and moat 
piaetk-abld route to Cuuter City. 


All people who establish them- 


selves at stations along these lines 
are notified that such establishing 
will not carry with it any proprietary 
right to the land, which will remain 
subject to conditions that may be im- 
posed by the Secretary of War. 
The 


western boundary of the Sioux Res- 
ervation, as fixed' by recent treaty, ia 
as follows: Beginning at the intersec- 
tion of tho 103d meridian of longi- 
tude with tha northern boundary of 
Nebraska, thence to its intersection 
with the sourh fork of the Cheyeuno 
river, tbeuce down said stream to its 
junction with the north fork of tha 
lielle Foureba, thence up that foil; to 
tho 103d meridian, thence to the 
south branch of Cannon B.ill or Ce- 
dar creek.
